berally a very great Regard for their 
Family and Children, and that, con- 
fequently, all thofe who are not/ac- 





themfelves, but in that which is molt 
dear to them, their Children. ‘This, 
my Lords, is the Courle of Nature 
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prefcribed by God Almiyhty ; and, 
futely, it can not be faid to be un- 
juft'in Lawgivers to follow this great 
Example. We may, therefore, in 
fome Cafes, inflict fuch Punifhments 
upon a guilty Father, as may,’ con- 
fequentially, afeét his mnocent Chil- 
dren; and, indeed, jt is hardly pof- 
fible to contrive any Punithment for 
a guilty Father, that will not fome 
Way or other affect his innocent 
Children. Jt you put him to Death,

his Life, or toleave them fo much 
at his Death, as he might have other- 
wife: done: In fhort, inflict what 
Punifhment you will upon a guilty 
Father, the innocent Children mutt, 
confequentially, fuffer; and it is 
right it dhould be fo; becaufe, as I

VF ear 4 HE French have been endea- 
trae i vouring to put the Upper and 
Ges: Lower Creek Indians upon de- 
ee Gy) yi ftroying the Englifh ‘Traders : 
a: ‘The Demands of thofe Indi- 
9) ans have been very great for 
pene — Ammunition, efpecially fince the 
Short-Arrow Indians haye been at War 
with them. The Ufutchee King, and an In- 
dian Captain (the Uncle of Tooanabow! who 
was in England, and fince kill’d in Aion 
againft the Spaniards) call’d Tooataleeche, 
with twenty Indian Attendants, are newly 
arriv’d here from the Creek Nation, with Af- 
furances that they have refufed the French 
Offers, and have deny’d fuffering them to 
pafs through any Part of their Country to 
hurt the Exglifa, either in Carolina or Geor- 
gia; and acquainted Capt. Horton, who 
was left by General Oglethorpe to command 
here, that they wanted both Arms and 
Powder to refift the French: He gave them 
a fufficient Quantity of both ; and we are 
very well affur’d that the Creek Nation, 
which confifts of ‘1500 fighting Men, will 
oppofe any Defigns of the French, if they 
fhould attempt to march from the Moézile 
or Mififippi River, which are their neareft 
Settlements to Charles-Town, and where 
they have affembled a large Body of Troops 
and Indians.

ARIA-THERESA, &c. Allthe World 

is inform’d of the Conduct, till then 
unheard of among Chriftian Powers, which 
the King of Prufia obferv’d towards us, 
atter the Death of the late Emperor, our 
Father, in attacking our hereditary Domi- 
mons, under frivolous Pretexts, without any 
previous Declaration of War. That Prince 
availing himfelf of Pretenfions which had 
no Solidity, and which only reach’d fome 
Principalities of Siiefa, did neyerthelefs feize 
upon that whole Duchy and the County of 
Glatz ; which he found the lefs Difficuity to 
compafs, as both thefe Countries were then 
bare of Troops. Several other Enemies 
ftarted up at the fame Time, and we found 
oe unable to make Head againft them 
all. In this’ perplex’d Situation we were 
eoaftiaio'd to lend a Hand t tiaite an Ac- 
é¢ommodation with the King of Prujia : We 


beught this forc’d Peace with the Sacrifice 
of almoft all Siifa and the County of 
Glatz. By the firft Article of the Treaty 
that was fign’d at Berlin in Confequence of 
the Preliminaries agreed upon at Breflan, 
the King of Prujia engag’d himfelf, in the 
moft folemn Manner, not only to commit 
no Hoftilities againft us, but alfo to furnith 
no Auxiliary Troops to our Enemies, and 
to enter into no Alliance that might be 
prejudicial to our Interefts; but, on the 
contrary, to contribute towards our Safety, 
and to keep up a conftant Freindfhip with us. 
Neverthelefs, he has enter’d with the Elec- 
tor of Bavaria, who is at War with us, 
into Engagements diametrically oppofite to 
his Promiies, and to the Obligations refult- 
ing therefrom. He has ufed the utmoft 
Endeavours at foreign Courts to league 
them againft us, and to ftop the Progrefs of 
our Arms, which the Almighty has fo vi- 
fibly bleffed. By the fixth Article of the 
Treaty of Breflau, is was ftipulated, that 
the States and all the Inhabitants of the 
Upper and Lower Siiefa, and of the County 
of Glatz, fhould be maintain’d in the En- 
joyment of their Rights, Privileges and 
Poffeffions: But this Article has been as 
little obferv’d as the reft of the Treaty. 
The Roman Catholick Subje&ts, and thofe 
of the Confeffion of Aug/bourg, have been 
injur’d in divers Ways: The States have 
been ftripp’d of feveral Privileges, particu- 
larly that of holding provincial Affemblies : 
Exorbitant Sums have been extorted from 
the Clergy: The Properties acquir’d by 
Cities have been taken from them ; and, by 
the Eftablifhment of Cantons for enlifting 
Men, the Fathers of Families have been 
depriv’d of their primitive Right which Na- 
ture has given them to difpofe of their Chil- 
dren. In fine, in confequence of the ex- 
traordinary Engagements above-mention'd, 
the King of Pruffia enter’d our Dominions 
at the Head of a powerful Army, in order; 
to try to crufh us entirely, under Favour of 
the Troubles that diftra€t Germany. It is 
by thefe Motives that we find ourfelf en- 
tirely difingag’d from the Obfervance of the 
Treaty of Breflaw, and that, entering again 
upon our former Rights, we think ourfelf 
warranted to drive that Prince from our 
Frontiers, and take Poffeffion of the Terri- 
tories which Force wrefted from us, &c.

Frederick, by the Grace of God, King of 
Pruffia, &e. To all our Subjects of the 
Dutchy of Silefia and County of Glatz, 
greeting, 

E have heard that the Court of Vi- 
enna, looking upon the Ceffion the 
made us, by virtue of the Treaty of Breflaz, 
of the greateft Part of Sr/efia and the County 
of Glatz, as a Thing extorted by Force, tho’ 
that Satisfaftion was due to us for our juft 

Rights and thofe of our Electoral Houfe to 

feveral Principalities of Silefia, and for the 

lawful Claims we had upon the Houfe of 

Auftria ; the faid Court pretends to be en- 

tirely difengag’d fromt the Obfervance’ of 

that Treaty, not only under the Pretexts 
juft alledg’d, but alfo becaufe we ourfelf 
have forfeited our Right in the Treaty of 

Breflau, on account of the Suecours which 

we thought ourfelf oblig’d, in Quality of 

Prince of the Empire, to furnifh to the 

Head of the Germanick Body, in order to 

maintain his lawful Eleétion and his Impe- 

rial Dignity, as well as the Prerogatives an- 
nex'd thereto, and prevent the Execution of 
the Defigns that had been form’d againft 


him, and which aim’d at nothing lefs than — 


to oblige him and all his Houfe to quit the 
Territories of the Empire: It ison thefe 
Pretexts, that the Court of Vienna, pretend- 
ing to have acquir’d the Right of repoffedling 
he:felf of Sidefia, has iffued a Proclamation 
addrefs’d to you, wherein, according to Cuf- 
tom, the cries up the Mildnefs of her Go- 
vernment, and has Recourfe to the ‘moft 
odious Infinuations in order to run down 
ours, amd to make you violate, if pollible, 
the Oath you have taken to.us as your law- 
ful Sovereign. 

So ftrange a Way of proceeding would 
have furpriz'd us, if we had not been’ ap- 
priz’d of the conftant Defign of the Court 
of Vienna hashad to feize the firft Opportu- 
nity the thould think favourable, for ing 
herfelf again in Poffeffion of Sikhe, to 
which tended the Meafures long fince taken 
by her, and if we did not know, that it is 
the Houfe of Aujiria’s Method to reckon as 
nothing, Ceffions, Renuntiations and Trea- 
ties, the Moment the perceives a Gli of 
Suecefs to her Arms; and that not ‘d 
with declaring null the Ceffions of Countties 
ftipulated by folemn Conventions, the alfo 
excites the People of thofe ceded Countries 
to rife up againft their Sovereigns, and em- 
ploys, in exhorting them thereto, fuch Ex- 
preffions as Decency has long fince abolifi’d 
the Ufe of between great Potentates and ci- 
vilig'd Nations; witnefs the Declara 
1744 


addrefs’d to the People of Naples, and thofe 
direfted to the Inhabitants of Lorrain and 
Aiface. 

We are too well affur'd of your Fidelity, 
your Zeal, and your Obedience, to think 
that fuch Infinuations are capable of divert- 
ing you from your Duty, or weakening your 
Attachment to us; efpecially if you call to 
Mind the Oppreffion in which you groan’d 
under the Aufirian Government, either by 
th. exorbitant Taxes you were burden’d 
with, the Produce of which was always care 
ry’d out of your Country, or by the Mort- 
gages made to any Nation that would lend 
Money ; or, in fine, by the male Admini- 
fliation of Juftice and the bad Management 
of the publick Revenues, the Toleration of 
the many Abufes that had crept into both, 
the Proteétion granted to great Families in 
the Tyranny they exercifed over the Weak, 
and the manifeft Violation of the Treaties 
of Wefpbalia and Alt-Raffadt, in regard to 
religious Matters; all which have more 
than once forced many of the Natives to for- 
fake tneir Country and their Pofleffions, in 
order to feek for better Ufage elfewhere. 

We appeal to your own Teftimony, whe- 
ther, fince Silefia has been under our Obedi- 
ence, we have not taken the greateft Care to 
proteét and fupport the Subjeéts of the two 
Religions ; to difpenfe our Favours equally 
to them, in diftributing the Pofts, Employ- 
ments and Dignities of the Country ; to ob 
viate effeétually the Grievances of the In- 
habitants, which had fo much increaled un- 
der the late Adminiftration.; :nd to caufe 
good Order to reign in the Country, by’a 
due Adminiftration of Juftice without refpect 
of Perfons, and by our Application to main- 
tain every one in what he has a Right to. 
Our Intention is to give you frefh Proofs of 
our Care in this refpect, and procure you 
mote Relief as foon as Times and Circum- 
ftances will permit us to do fo, 

Therefore, we hope, that far from liften. 
ing to the feditious Exhortations of the 
Court of Vienna and her Emiffaries, you will 
perfift inviolably in your Loyalty and Ze 
towards us; that you will vigoroufly oppofe 
the Attempts of the Avfrian Troops and 
thofe of the Powers in Alliance with that 
Court, and that you will behave ih alf Other’ 
Matters as becomes dutiful Subjeéts ; de-’ 
claring, that foch a demean therhfelves’ 
otherwifé, or hold the ‘leaf Intelligence oF 
Correfpondence prejudicial! to our Intereft, 
fhall incur the Punithments preferib’d by the’ 
Lews againft treacherous and rebellious Sub-"

4 Aufirians and Saxons had paffed the 
Elbe, aS mentioned in our laft, the King 
of Prifia fent Orders to General Ejnfidel, 
Governor of Praguz, to thut up the Gates 
of that City, and on the roth of laft Month 
another Courier arriy’d with Orders for 
him to evacuate the Place, after having 
naifed np the Cannon, brcke ali the Arms 
m tle Arfenal, and deftroyed all the Pro- 
vifons and Ammunition in the Magazines, 
This they were accordingly employed about 
till the 15th, when the whole Garifon, at 
feaft fuch as were able to travel, marched 
out of the Town, and took the Road to- 
wards MJnick, They had fcarcely left the 
City, when fome of the Hungarians, and 
Aifirian Hujjars enteyed it, marched through 
and attacked the Reai ofthe Pruffians, with 
fome ‘Succefs.: But what expofed this Ga- 
fifon to the greateft Danger, was. the 
March of the Chevaliar de Saxe, who was 
detach'd from the Combined Army on the 
r-th, with a large Body of Troops, to en- 
deayour to intercept this Body of Prajlars, 
before they could join the main Body of 
thet Army.

Tho’ it was expeéted that the Caftles of 
Fribourgh would have ‘held out for fome 
Time, yet they were all furrendered on 
the 16th of laft Month, on Condition that 
the Garifon, confifting of 4.554 Men, fhould 
march out with all the Honours of War, 
but afterwards lay down their Arms, and 
furrender themfelves Prifoners of War. 
This being an odd Sort of Capitulation, 
it is faid, that the French were guilty of a 
Piece of Treachery with regard to the 
Surrender of the Caftles, as well as they 
were with regard to the Surrender of the 
Town ;,but.as this is not yet confirmed, 
we fhall defer giving an Account of it. 

The Detachments fent out by the King 
of Sardinia to harafs the French and Spa- 
mards in their Retreat from Com, beirg 
themfelves much haraffed by the Falling of 
the. Snows in the Mountains, were obiiged 
to return without doing any confiderabls 
Mifchief to. the Enemy ; fo that they ar- 
rived fafe on the Frontiers of Daxpliry 
onthe Sth of Nowember, where they took 
up their. Winter - Quarters, as the Sar- 
dixian Army have done in Piedmont, ex- 
cept about 5 of 6000 Men, who upon 
the. firft Notice were detached to Lom 
hardy to, mect: Prince Lobtowitx. By our 
laft Accounts, this Prince, with his Army, 
was advanced as far as Cr/ena, and the 
Spamf> and Neapolitan Army was but 2 
little Way behind him, being incamped 
hetween Foligno and Perugia. Nothing 
very remarkable has ag yet happened be- 
tween them except at JVocera, where a 
Party, of about zoo Aujirtan irregular 
Troops, under Count Sere, were furrounced 
by the Spemards, and abliged to furrender 
themfelyes Prifoners of War. But what 
feems to be of the greateft Importance is 
the Advices we havey relating to the Au- 
finan Artillery, Aramunition, and warlike

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This Lady with her Sifter the Duchefs 
of Lauragnais, were fent away from 
Court, in a Sort of Difgrace when the 
King was ill at Metz; but when he was 
recovered and returned to Paris, Mr. Mau- 
repas, by exprefs Order, went to tell them, 
that his Majefty was forry for the indecent 
Treatment they had met with at Merz, and 
invited them both back to take thejr former 
Pofts at Court, which they gladly com- 
plied with ; but foon after their Return, the 
former was taken ill and died, not without 
Sufpicion of fome foul Play. ‘There is like- 
wife another Affair which at prefent very 
much embarafies that Court, which is a 
Difpute between the Princes of the Blood 
and the Children of Lew7s the 14th’s legiti- 
mated Sons, the latter being now folliciting 
very hard to be put upon the fame Rank 
with the former, which they as zealoufly 
oppofe. 

The Breaking up of the Diet of Poland 
is like to produce an open Breach between 
Poland and Pruffia ; for the Minifter of the 
latter at Warfaw, infifts upon exemplary 
Satisfa€tion, for being accufed of bribing 
the Members of the Diet ; and the Senate 
Of Poland have charged the Miniftry to 
demand the Satisfaétion due to the King 
and Republick, on Account of foreign 
Intrigues and Cabals. But as the Czarina 
has declared, that if any Troubles arife 
in Poland, the will on the firft Notice fend 
Troops to the Affiftance of his Poli/> Ma- 
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jefty, the King of Prufia may probably 
not think fit to begin the Attack, efpe- 
cially Leiber of he g his bad Succefs againtt 
the Queen of ungary, and confidering, 
that a inal End is now put to the Dif- 
ference between the Courts of Vienna and 
Ruffia, about the Affair of the Marquis 
de Botta, which was ended by a De- 
claration delivered the 23d paft by the 
Hungarian Minifter to the Czarina, with 
which her Imperial Majcfty declared herfelf 
entirely fatisfied, and difpofed to renew 
not only a good Underftanding, but a ftri& 
Correfpondence with the Court of Vienna. 

We have had lately from Hanover a full 
Account of his Majefty’s Pretenfions to 
Eaft-Prifeland; and by the laft Mail we 
had an Account, that Marfhal Bellifle, and 
the Chevalier his Brother, had been arreft- 
ed upon the Fronticrs of that Ele€torate, 
in their Way to Berlin, 

The 6th Inftant, about Noon, died at 
Bruffels in the 27th of her Age, the Arch- 
Duchefs Mary-Anne only Sifter to the 
Queen of Hungary, Governefs of the Au- 
Jirian-Netkerlands, and Spoufe to Prince 
Charles of Lorrain. Nov. Sth, died at Caf- 
fel, the’ Princefs Mary Anilia, Daughter to 
Prince William of Heffe, and promifed in 
Marriage to the Margrave Frederick Charles 
Albert of Brandenbourg;' and on the Sth 
Inftant, the Princefs Mary of England, 
Confort of Prince Frederick of Heffz, was 
brought to Bed of a Prince.
